PERILOUS BALLOONINffl.

Jmt In Time to KM-ajie a Squall. 


Aeronaut W. W. McKwen. who madeai 


ascent from the square, descended into the 
cold waters of Luku ICi-iu, lost his 
received a drenching and barely iscitnec 
with his Ufa The balloon rose fiotn th« 
northeast section of tbe square at 8:« 
o'clock. It continued to rise uutil an alti 
tude of four and one-fourth miles, as th« 
aeronaut estimates it. was reached. Tht 
wind at this altitude moved due west and* 
tho balloon was carried with it to a^poft* 
somewhere between Avail pointaud Bock] 
river and thirteen miles on" shore. 


McEwen found that the shore was stead 


lly receding, and his glass, which is good 
for twenty miles, showed only one vessel 
In sight. For the first time in his export 
euce he suffered from cold, and the rarefac- 
tion of the air caused the drums of his ears 
to pain him. He descended to a height ol 
about three miles in the hope of striking a 
current which would drivo him toward 
shore, but without success. He then turned 
his attention toward the vessel on the lake 
below him. It was a three masted steam 
barge, with all sails furled, plowing alone 
under a full head of steam. 


She was almost directly beneath him 


and a trifle in advance of tlm balloon on 
her course. He pulled the \.tlve rope aud 
sank steadily toward her. The vessel kept 
right on and ha tried to signal her. First 
he fired his revolver under thu car to avoid 
any danger of igniting the gas. Then tit 
waved his hat aud shouted, but no sign 
came from the vessel. 


His signals had, however, attracted at- 


tention from tugs at the mouth of the 
river, and two of them put out after him. 
For three-quarters of an hour while tliey 
pursued him the balloon car hung within 
three or four feut of the water, and at 
every 100 feet or so slapped against th« 
chopping waves. 


McEwon was thoroughly drenched ana 


threw out several sand bags, which he car 
ried for ballast, tn succession. This had 
the effect of raising her a little In the air 
but caused the airship to glide more 
rapidly away from the pursuing tugs. The 
aeronaut, who was alone in the car, tied a 
sand bag to a small anchor and lowered it 
by a small rope to the water. The drag 
caused the balloon to slacken her speed", 
and soon it began settling again. 


As the car dropped into the water sand 


bags were thrown over one at a time. The 
tug T. M. Moore came up with the balloon 
after analmost interminable length of time 
to the besoaked man. The car was just 
above her smoke stack at the time, and the 
tug men had seized the d rag li ne. McEwen 
hastily slipped down the rope to tha deck, 
and at the same instant the tug's engine 
was reversed to avoid igniting the balloon 


Simultaneously the squall which had 


been approaching from tbe west for half 
an hour struck the balloon and raised it 
•with a jerk. The strain broke the slendei 
rope and the balloon sailed away over thf 
lake.—Cleveland World.

Ilnblcs In England. 


It must be sorrowfully admitted that it 


Is ouly the child of well to do or cultured 
parents in Gre.it Britain that is as well and 
wisely cared for auil that is as happy as 
the child of Japan. There is no doubt 
that the average of childish comfort and 
happiness is very much greater in Japan 
than in England. 
Yet a well ordered Eng- 


lish home is baby's paradise. There he is not 
swathed In bandages arid rolled in a pillow 
and crowned with a nightcap; he is kept 
always clean and sweet; he is lightly but 
sufficiently clothed, and he is allowed to 
kick and crow aud grow strong as much 
as ever he likes. 


He is no longer put to bed In a deep 


wooden cradle set on wooden rockers, but 
in a light and airy bassinette, which either 
is stationary or swings lightly upon hooks. 
The question of stationary or moving bas- 
sinette has become somewhat vexed among 
mothers, many doctors favoring the opin- 
ion that It Is neither necessary nor desir- 
able that Infants should be sent to bleep 
with rocking or swinging. The old rock- 
ing cradle had a much more fearsome mo- 
tion than theswinging bassinette. Kocked 
by a careless or energetic person It would 
often make the baby ill. 


Indeed, there used to be a tradition 


among humble mothers (a tradition which 
still obtains in Scotland) that if the cradle 
was rocked when empty the baby would 
certainly be ill when next put Into it. The 
rocking cradle with its great wooden hood 
has had its day (and how magnificent the 
height of its day was may be guessed from 
the cradle of James 1, that was shown in 
the Stewart exhibition)—it has hod its day, 
and is now departing into the limbo of 
things obsolete and forgotten,' and thither 
probably in the course of years the swing- 
ing bassinette will follow it.—Strand Mair-
